RESOLUTION ON SOUTH AERICA PREPARED ON OCTOBER 30, AFTER 
SC VOTE, BY SEVERAL AERICANS REPORTEDLY WITH COOPERATION OE 
UN COMMISSIONER FOR NAMIBIA MCBRIDE. TEXT HAS NO STATUS AT 
THIS TIME: 

DRAFT RESOLUTION 

INCLUDE THE EIRST NINE PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPHS OE THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION WHICH WAS VOTED TODAY AND THEN ADD THE FOLLOWING 
TEXT: 



"TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THAT, NOTWITHSTANDING THE FACT THAT 
TEN MEMBERS OE THE SECURITY COUNCIL VOTED EOR THE EXPULSION 
OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM THE UNITED NATIONS, THREE OF THE 
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PERMANENT MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL EXERCISED 
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THEIR RIGHT OF VETO AGAINST THE RESOLUTION EXPELLING SOUTH 
AFRICA AND, 

TAKING INTO ACCOUNT THAT NO OTHER PROPOSAL CONCERNING THE 
"FUTURE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED NATIONS AND SOUTH 
AFRICA IN THE LIGHT OF THE CONSTANT VIOLATION BY SOUTH 
AFRICA OF THE PRINCIPLES OF THE CHARTER AND THE UNIVER- 
SAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS" (GENERAL ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION 
3207 (XXIX)) WERE PUT FORWARD BY ANY OF THE PERMANENT 
MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL WHO EXERCISED THEIR RIGHT 
OF VETO AGAINST THE PROPOSAL TO EXPEL SOUTH AFRICA 
FROM MEMBERSHIP OF THE UNITED NATIONS AND, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE SECURITY COUNCIL WAS INVITED TO MAKE 
PROPOSALS TO THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY CONCERNING "THE RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN THE UNITED NATIONS AND SOUTH AFRICA IN THE LIGHT 
OF THE CONSTANT VIOLATION BY SOUTH AFRICA OF THE PRINCIPLES 
OF THE CHARTER AND THE UNIVERSAL DECLARATION OF HUMAN RIGHTS" 
IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE TERMS OF RESOLUTION 3207 (XXIX), 

THE SECURITY COUNCIL NOW: 

1. UTTERLY CONDEMSN THE POLICIES OF APARTHEID AND 
RACIAL DISCRIMINATION PRACTICED BY THE GOVERNMENT OF 
SOUTH AFRICA, ITS FAILURE TO COMPLY WITH ITS OBLIGATIONS 
IN RESPECT OF THE MANDATED TERRITORY OF NAMIBIA 

AND ITS POLICY OF SUPPORT FOR THE ILLEGAL REGIME IN 
SOUTHERN RHODESIA, 

2. CONDEMNS SOUTH AFRICA FOR HAVING FAILED TO COMPLY 
WITH THE DECISIONS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL IN REGARD 
TO THE MATTERS SET FORTH IN THE PRECEEDING PARAGRAPH 
AND RECOMMENDS THAT SOUTH AFRICA BE SUSPENDED FROM THE 
EXERCISE OF THE RIGHTS AND PRIVILEGES OF MEMBERSHIP 

BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY UNTIL I MARCH NEXT TO GIVE 
SOUTH AFRICA AN OPPORTUNITY: 

(A) OF GIVING EFFECT TO THE DECISIONS OF THE SECURITY 
COUNCIL AND THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY IN REGARD TO NAMIBIA, 
APARTHEID, RACIAL DISCRIMINATION AND SOUTH AFRICA'S 
SUPPORT OF THE ILLEGAL REGIME IN SOUTHERN RHODESIA AND 

(B) IN PARTICULAR, OF ENTERING INTO DISCUSSIONS ON 

OR BEFORE 10 JANUARY 1975 WITH THE UNITED NATIONS AND THE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA (I.E. SWAPO) 
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FOR THE PURPOSE OF MAKING ARRANGEMENTS FOR THE COMPLETE 
TRANSFER TO THE UNITED NATIONS ON OR BEFORE I JULY 
1975 OF ALL ADMINISTRATIVE CONTROL NOW EXERCISED BY 
SOUTH AFRICA OVER NAMIBIA AND, 

(C) IN PARTICULAR, OF FIXING A DATE BY WHICH THE 
GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA SHALL WITHDRAW ALL HIS MILITARY 
AND POLICE PERSONNEL FROM SOUTHERN RHODESIA AND ALSO 
WITHDRAW ALL ECONOMICAL AND POLITICAL SUPPORT FROM THE 
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ILLEGAL REGIME OF SOUTHERN RHODESIA AND, 

(D) IN PARTICULAR, OF MAKING PROVISIONS FOR THE 
IMMEDIATE ABANDONMENT BY THE GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA 
OF ALL POLICIES OF APARTHEID AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 

AND TO TERMINATE ALL MEASURES SUPPRESSING AFRICAN 
POLITICAL PARTIES AND ORGANIZATIONS AND, 

(E) IN PARTICULAR, OF MAKING PROVISIONS FOR THE RELEASE 

AS SOON AS POSSIBLE OF ALL POLITICAL PRISONERS FROM NAMIBIA 
AND SOUTH AFRICA WHO HAVE BEEN IMPRISONED BY REASON 
OF THEIR OPPOSITION TO SOUTH AFRICAN RULE IN NAMIBIA 
OR TO THE POLICY OF APARTHEID AND RACIAL DISCRIMINATION 
IN SOUTH AFRICA AND NAMIBIA, 

3. REQUESTS THE SECRETARY-GENERAL TO REPORT EVERY MONTH 
TO THE SECURITY COUNCIL CONCERNING THE EXTENT TO WHICH THE 
GOVERNMENT OF SOUTH AFRICA IS GIVING EFFECT TO THE PROVISIONS 
AND INTENT OF THIS RESOLUTION, 

4. DECIDES TO REMAIN SEIZED AS A MATTER OF URGENCY 

OF THE RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN THE UNITED NATIONS AND SOUTH 
AFRICA AND GENERALLY TO SUPERVISE THE IMPLEMENTATION 
OF PROVISIONS OF THIS RESOLUTION.
